The Laclede Gags Light Co., in an 
Cpen letter Wednesday, to the chairmen 
of the House and Council] committees 
“on public improvements, volunteered to 
“enter into any fair agreement by which 
its pipes may de used” by any company 
piping natural gas into St. Louis. 

A franchise is now pending to plpe 
gus 350 miles from Oklahoma tr St. 
Louis, and other franchise proposals are 
antictpated. It ig understood that the 
Laciede company would not rent its 
Tains to a natural gas company at less 
profit than it now earns from-the sale 
of artificial gas. 

‘The Laclede company's offer was 
“made to Chairman Schuts of the Coun- 
‘cil Committee and Chairman Hilden- 
brandt of the House committee. 

A syndieate of St. Louisans, headed 
by Adolphus Busch and G. H. Walker, 
recently took over the Laclede com- 
pany from the North American Co., a 
holding corporation, lawyers having ad- 
vised that the North American invited 
prosecution by controNing both the gas 
and electric monopolies in St. Louis. 
‘The Busch-Everett syndfcate, headed 
by A. A. Busch, son of Adolphus, and 
ineluding. Mr. Walker, recently obtained 
@ &0-year franchise to pipe natural gas 
Into New Orleans from its fields at 
Caddo Parish, La. This field ts 200 
Miles farther from St. Louis than the 
Oklahoma field... Whether the Busch- 
Hiverett syndicate intends to ask for a 
‘franchise to pipe gas to St. Louis has 
‘not been announced.

Breaks Down on Seeing That 
“Mrs. Carrie E, Norton’’ Is 
Missing Mother. 


MONEY WAS LEFT HER 


Steamboat Captain’s Widow 
Says Muffler Caught on 
Button of Jacket. 


While the police searched for Mrs. 
Carrie E. Northrop 36 hours she was 
in the city ‘jail under the name of 
Mrs. Carrie E. Norton. 

Mrs. Northrop is 50 years old, and 
is the widow of a steamboat captain. 
She has been making her home with 
the family of Dr. Franklin Knox at 
8878 Delmar boulevard and she is re- 
puted to have inherited a competence 
from her husband’s estate. 

Yet, while her friends and- the police 
were looxIng for her, she was in pris- 
on, charged with shoplifting. 

Her son, Charles F. Northrop of East 
st. Louis, broke down and seemed about 
to faint Wednesday afternoon, when he 
identified the prisoner ag his mother. 

Accused of Taking Muffler. 

Monday night a neatly dressed woman 
of 50, clad in black and wearing gold- 
rimmed spectacles, was arrested by De- 
tective Ryan in the Famous stare, at 
Sixth street and Washington avenue. A 
floor manager pointed her out and ac- 
cused her of attempting to steal a silk 
muffler, valued at 50 cents. 

She said she had not meant to steal 
but that the scarf ‘had become entangled 
with a button on her jacket and that 
she did not know it was there until she 
was arrested. , | 
At police headquarters she gave. her 
name as Carrie E. Norton, but refused 
to tell where she lived. The police, re- 
garding her réticencé as an indication of 
gullt, olitained a warrant charging petit ; 
li.rceny and she was sent to jail. 

A few hours later the disappearance of 
Mrs. Northrop was reported. by Dr. 
Knox and his wife. They told the po- 
lice that the widow ieft their home 
Monday afternoon to do some shopping. 
In the evening she was to have accom- 
panied them to a symphony concert, 
but she did not return. 

The tallying descriptfons and the sim- 
ilarity of names did not lead the police 
to the identification of Mrs. Norton ag 
Mrs. Northrop. 

Woman Gives Clew. 

Wednesday a woman who would not 
give her name called up Joseph Miller, 
secretary to Chief Creecy, and told him 
that the missing woman and the pris- 
oner were the same. 

Miller telephoned this information: to 
Mrs. Knox and she advised him to send 
to East St. Louls for Mrs. Northrop’s 
son. 

Northrop arrived at the jail. shortly 
Lefore noon. He was taken to the jail- 
er’s residence and stood near a door 
leading into the outer yard of the pris- 
on, 

Mrs. Wolff, wife of the jailer, had 
“Mrs, Norton’ escorted into the yard. 

Northrop cried out: “‘Mother!"’ and 
teemed about to fall. Mrs. Northrop 
also was much affected by emotion 
when she recognized her son. 

“I never. stole anything in my life,” 
she sobbed. “I told the truth. The 
muffler caught on @ button of my 
jacket. ‘hey thought I was guilty be- 
cause I wouldn’t give my address, but- 
I did it to shield you, my son.” 

Northrop hurried away, saying that he 
would return with a bondsman and free 
his mother from prison.

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Army Captain’ s Wife Enthusiastic Over Aero- 
plane Trip — She Is One of Two Women 
Who Have So Far Taken the Risk.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Mrs. Ralph 
H. Vandeman, wife of a United States 
army captain, was Wilbur Wright's 
companion in. a four-minute aeroplane 
flight today.. It was the first flight a 
woman has ever taken in an aeroplane 
in America. 

Modishly clad and. gracefully poised 
in a seat next the driver, Mrs. Vande- 
man offered a.striking contrast to the 
patched and stained apparatus, with its 
smoking, whirring machinery and the 
weather-beaten leather-clad . inventor 
who manipulated the levers. 

With plumes.on her picture hat flut- 
tering in the wind, the skirts of her 
irim gown and gray cloak tucked snug- 
ly about her feet .and her’ face aglow 
with eagerness, Mrs. Vandeman, as she 
circled the field, @ feet above ground, 
produced a thrill among the bystanders. 
No one on the aerodrome had been ap- 
prised that the machine-bird was to 
carry a woman. 

It Was Good, She Says, 

“Oh! it was grand—grand!’’ the army 
officer’s wife exclaimed as she skipped 
from her seat as the machine settled 
easily to the ground. ‘I want to go 
again soon!” 

Those who had taken their places at 
a distance from the ‘starting place, 
where the aeroplanes usually slacken 
speed and turn for the flight back, no- 
ticed an exceptional flurry. of excite- 
ment among the aids and officers gath- 
ered about the starting skids. 

Soon the buzz of the propellers was 
heard, and. a moment later the aero- 
plane started down the skids. The ma-

the ground a few feet, refusing to rise. 
It was taken back again for another 
start and then it was seen there was a 
womdn as passenger. 

Again the aeroplane was sent along 
the skids and this time it rose easily 
and flew straight for the groups that 
awaited it. 

Sailing with magnificent sweeps, ris- 
ing and falling gently and curving from 
left to right. As the vehicle came nearer 
the watchérs the figures between the 
planes became more discernable and a 
gasp went up. 

“A woman!’’ cried the spectators. The 
aeroplane turned in a wide curve and 
sailed back. 

Mrs.: Vandeman, who often had been 
seen at the trials at College Park and 
Fort Meyer, had been insistent in her 
requests to be permittd to ascnd with 
Wright. The inventor, however, always 
had been loah to permit a woman to 
undertake a flight, even though Mrs. 
Longworth, President Roosevelt's daugh- 
ter, had beseeched him to take her 
along in the air. 

Besides Mrs. Vandeman, only one oth- 
er woman has ever ascended in a 
Wright aeroplane — Miss Catherine 
Wright, sister of the inventors. 

‘“T thank you, Mr. Wright,”’. said 
Capt. Vandeman, when his wife had fin- 
ished ber flight. ‘“‘Now we'll have some 
peace in my home.”

Cost at $8,000;000. 

E. G. Lewis, Mayor of University City, 


told a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesa- 


day that the Municipal Assembly will be 
asked to grant a franchise authorizing 
the construction of a subway in 8t. 
Louis under direction of a commission 
composed of the Governor of the State, 
the Mayor of St. Louis, expert éngt- 
neers and publiv-spirited citizens, who 
may be financially sarereateg in the 
project. 

At the Million a Club mé@eting 
Monday night 126 members of that or- 
ganization ‘indorsed the Lewis propo- 


of a subway by popular subscriptions to 
an $8,000,000 bond issue, 

“T have the estimate of two compe- 
tent and well-known engineers that the 
subway can be built at a cost of $1,00,- 
000 a mile,” said Mr. Lewis. . 

$500,000 Difference in Estimate. 

“They have gone over the situation 
carefully and their figures on the tota! 
cost of the project show a difference of 
$500,000. I consider that difference slight, 
when the vastness of the enterprise is 
considered. 

“Of course,” continued Mr. Lewis, 
“there aré a number of things to be 
considered before the subway plans can 
be fully matured. There ig the question 
of a route, for instance. I have sug- 
gested a subway system from the down- 
town section of St. Louis to University 
City, but it can be extended further 
west if necessary or the route I have 
‘mentioned may be entirely changed. 

“In this regard, I think the matter 
should rest on the proposition that 
those who subscribe to the proposed 
bond issue and property owners who are 
willing to secure the bonds by pledging 
the increased increment on their proper- 
ty or a substantial] part.of it, should be 
given preference in the selection of the 
route. 

Will Raise 810 to Every One. 

“Personally, I am anxious to use ail 
the resources at my command for the 
successful accomplishment of this en- 
terprise. For every dollar raised in St. 
Louis as subscription to the bond Issue 
I will raise $10 throughout the counffry. 

“I propose to secure these subscrip- 
tions with the present holdings of the 
University Heights Development Cog., 
which a subway is certain to make 
doybly valumble. The increased valua- 
tion of that property wi. redound to 
the benefit of the bondholder. 


“Should Limit Holdings.” 
“In my opinion, not more thon $10,- 


000 worth of bonds should be ailotted to 
any single person or firm; not more tuan 
6 per cent interest should be allowed 
on the bonds, all earnings in excess +‘ 
that amount to go to the city, and the 
franchise should state specifically that 
the city can take over the subway any 
time it desires to do so at its original 
cost, with 6 per cent interest, for the 
sum invested. 

*““We know the cost of building a sub- 
way here would be greatly less than 
the amount New York had to pay 

The subsurface conditions in this city, 
the soil consisting chiefly of Nmestone 
and clay, will make the work of excava- 
tion comparatively easy and inexpens- 
ive, 

Had te Pierce Solid Rock. 

“In New York miles upon miles of 
solid rock had to be blasted, some of 
it, as in Forty-second street, to a great 
depth. The fact that all the surface 
electric roads there are operated with 
an underground current caused the sub- 
way builders immense expense. They 
were compelled to rip up miles and 
miles of the underground trolley con- 
struction, rebuild it on the sides of the 
street, and when the tunnels were com- 
plete, reconstruct the roads as they were 
originally. 

“It is my ‘éa that the eastern ter- 
minus of the subway should be at 
Fourth street o: Broadway and Lucas 
avenue, although that question should 
be determined, by the Mberality of the 
property owners supporting the subway 
project. 

“The engineers whom I have consulted 
say that the subway can be finished in 
two years. 

People to Decide. 

“The whole plan, however, Will be 
submitted tn all its details for the con- 
sideration of the people of St. Louls.

If the suggestions that have 
been made to get it are not deemed 
practicable or wise, or if, gome other 
plan is found more feasible or if finally 
no subway is wanted, I am sure there | 
will be no harm done and no money 
lost to anybody.”

WALKER, Minn., Oct. 27.—Heroes and 


héroines of a 60-hour fight on. Leech 
Lake against heavy seas and cold winds 
blowing. a blizzard through the shat- 
tered cabin windows of their 40-foot 
gasolene boat arrived in this city last 
night on the Sarah L., having been six 
days -and nights beyond the touch of 
civiiization and believed to have been 
lost. 


The passengers on the vessel, 16 In- 
dians and four Women, were exhausted 
from hunger, cold and exposure, Man- 
ley, the engineer, who, single-handed, 
fought the storm at the wheel and at 
his engine, is so weak he can hardly 
walk. 

“At daybreak Wednesday I attracted 
the attention of the lumbermen in a 
camp and determined to land, which 
we did about noon. The women were 
suffering from a nervous shock and 
were immediately cared for. After re- 
pairing the boat and resting at the 
camp for some time, we continued our 
journey.” 

The passengers tell of the daring of 
Miss Maud Morical, a school teacher, 
who was going to headquarters to take 
her first school. 

The Sarah L. left Walker with two 
small boats trailing behind. In the first 
onslaught of the storm the boats 
swamped and crashing against the side 
of the Sarah L., threatened to break a 
hole in her. 

Mounting the pitching stern of the boat 
the school teacher crept to the tow rope 
ring and cut away the trailers. 

“The Indians were thoroughly fright- 
ened, ’ gaid Miss Morical. ‘“‘One of them 
crowded so far back into the boat that 
his mocassin caught in the governor of 
the engine and stopped it. It pinched his 
foot and he shouted in terror . A sewing 
machine, part of the freight, got loose 
and rolled around the boat. It knocked 
down one of the Indians, and he threw 
it overboard. 

“The waves broke five sacks of flour 
and we were ankle deep in paste, which 
gradually worked up over the crouch- 
ing indians and lodged in lumps in their 
hair.’

ACTION NO SURPRISE 


Evidence Has Already Been 
Taken by Referee Appoint- 
ed Secretly.

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—Evidence has 
already been heard in the suit for sep- 
aration brought by Mrs. Ava Willing 
Astor against her husband, John Jacob 
Astor. The witnesses have been heard 
secretly by Referee Charles H. Young. 

Young was appointed referee by Jus- 
tice Mills at White Plains, Westchester 
County, Oct. 10. Astor’s legal residence 
is at Rhinebeck, Duchess County, which 
is in Justice Mills’ district. 

The New York law permits the com- 
mencement of a suit for separation and 
the appointment of a referee to hear 
testimony without the filing of any pa- 
pers until the referee’s report is ready. 
In this way the facts regarding the As- 
tor suit were kept secret. It is likely 
that when the referee's report ig made 
the papers will be sealed by order of 
the Court and the rea will be buried 
forever. 

Husband Away on His Yacht. 

Mrs. Astor came to this city the day 
before her suit was filed. She is sup- 
posed to be here now, but she is in 
seclusion and efforts to find her have 
been unsuccessful. She has many 
friends who would be giad to aid her 
in avoiding publicity. 

Col. Astor left the city on his yacht 
before the suit was filed. He told hia 
friends that he was going for a long 
cruise-in West Indian’ waters, and it 
is supposed that he will stay in the 
tropics until the referee files his report 
and the separation suit Is settled. 

His lawyers filed the necessary legal 
consents to the taking of testimony be- 
fore a referee simultaneously with the 
filling of the wife’s suit, and there is 
little likelihood that the action will be 
contested. 

Suit Was Expected. 

Referee Young and thKe attorneys rep- 
resenting Mr. and Mrs. Astor are equal- 
ly reticent. Friends of the couple deny 
having ever heard of trouble in the 
family, though stories of the'r dis- 
agreements have been society gossip for 
some time. 

These stories and the likelihood of a: 
suit being filed were revived a few 
months. ago when a beautiful young 
woman who had often had her name 
and hex pietures ti the papers reported 
to the police the loss of jewels valued 
at $20,000. She recently brought suit 
for separation from her husband, Capt. 
Hills of the British Army. 

Mrs. Hills is the daughter of a race- 
track man named Menges. When she 
was a girl she ran away and married 
Halsey Corwin, a Brooklyn youth who 
had inherited a fortune. While their 
money lasted they led a gay life and 
wher. the money was squandered they 
separated. 

Her marriage to Capt. Hills was sud- 
den. She sailed for Europe immediately, 
but returned on the next. steamer and 
soon sued for separation. She next fig- 
ured in public notice in connection with 
the loss of jewels worth a fortune.

IDENEEN DOESN'T | 


KNOW HE DIDN'T 


R. W. Sikking, secretary of the East 
Side Levee and Drainage Commission, 
sent a letter Wednesday to H. D. Sex- 
ton, president of the Commission, inclos- 
ing clippings of speeches delivered by 
Gov. Deneen at East St. Louis and on 
the steamer St. Paul on the way down 
‘he river, asking what Deneen means 
by saying that Hast St. Louis is going 
to have harbors on three sides and sug- 
¥: sting that the Governor be headed off 
and set riguat. 

Mr. Sikking’s letter reflects the dazed 
condition of the East St. Louisans who 
rave heard or read the Governor’s 
ayeeches, They think he is speaking un- 
der a misapprehension of the facts. 

The original plans of the commission— 
for a canal 300 feet wide and 15 feet deep 
~would have provided such harbor fa- 
cilities as the Governor is describing in 
his speeches. These plans were ap- 
proved by the Governor and shown to 
members of the Legislature, and it was 
for carrying out these plans that the 
Legislature authorized the collection of 
$¢,500,000 by special taxation. 

But the plans have been changed 
since. They now provide for the di- 
version of Cahokia Creek into the Mis- 
sissippi River near Oldenburg and the 
drainage of the lower portion of the 
American Bottom by a drainage canal 
of a maximum width of 100 feet. 

Gov. Deneen has been anxious to 
treak the Wiggins Ferry control of the 
East St. Louis water front. It, is un- 
derstood his expectation was that the 
big canal would accomplish this. The 
amended pluns leave the Wiggins Ferry 
Co. in control of the East St. Louis wa- 
ter front. 

The general tmpression in East St 
Louis is that Gov. Deneen either has not 
heard of the change of the plans or is 
under the impression that the amended 
plans will provide canals of sufficient 
depth for harbor purposes. 

The changed plans have been agreed on 
by members of the commission in cau- 
cus, but have not been formally adopted. 
It is thought in East St. Louis that if 
Gov. Deneen knew that the plans do 
not provide for harbors that would 
break the monopoly of the Wiggins Fer- 
ry Co., he would endeavor to stop the 
present program.

Dr. Charlies H. Hughes of 888 West 
Pine boulevard, who has just. returned 
from Europe, sees in double-decked 
street cars a solution of the problem of 
overcrowding, and also a distinct ad- 
vance in the conservation of health. He 
seconds the suggestion made in the peo-

Dr. Hughes thinks the double-decker 
would aid the Million ropulation Club 
in inducing visitors to come to St. Louis 
and in giving an impression to make 
them settle down and stay. 
“Double-decked cars and two con- 
ductors to a car,” said Dr. Aughes 
». eGnesday to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“with more attention to the streets and 
to other sanitary matters, would enable 
us to hold the population we have and 
to increase it. They are in general use in 
Europe and they are considered a great 
success. 

“It would be much more healthful to 
ride on the upper deck-of a street car 
than inside. I advocate double-deckers.

BIOLOGIST PREDICTS PEOPLE 
WILL USE WINGS LIKE BIRDS 


Says They Will Carry Contrivances 
in Pocket Until Desiring 
to Fly. 

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Oct. 27.— 
At a meeting of the New Jersey State 
Microscopical Sociéty held at Rutger’s 
College, Julius Nelsen, State Biologist,, 
in a lecture on aerial navigatio#, 
prophesied that in 10 years any one 
would be able to ascend and descend in 
the air, without the aid of aeroplanes 
or similar machines, but by the use of 
what he termed a sky-cycle.

PITTSBURG, Oct. 27.—The trial of 


Barney Grossman, alleged bank wreck- 
er, was abruptly halted in the United 


States District Court here when Gross- 
man’s counsel made the sensational 
statement that his client had paid $60,- 
600 under promise of immunity from 
prosecution made by authority of the 
Comptroller of the Currency’s office. 

United States Attorney John J. Jor- 
dan warmly asserted that he knew ab- 
solutely nothing of any agreement, that 
such a@ compact is without precedent, 
although it would be within the rights 
of the Comptroller to make it. The 
case was continued until the May term 
of court. 


Tries to Buy Immunity. 

Clifford H. Drum, former cashier of 
the Bank of Coal Center, near Pitts- 
burg, which he wrecked, hopes to es- 
cape punishment through an agreement 
with a committee representing the 
stockholders of the bank, under which 
he is to pay to the bank $40,000 and the 
costs of the prosecution. 

Drum was sentenced to a year and a 
half in the penitentiary. He appealed. 
The appeal .wds withdrawn after 
the agreement was reached. The 
stockholders, in return for the $40,000, 
have filed an appeal with the courts 
to have his sentence lifted, as well as 
the fine of $500 imposed at the same 
time. A check for $40,000 was turned 
over to the bank. 

It is doubtful if the Court will lift the 
sentence, thus establishing a precedent 
of bankers buying immunity after sen- 
tence has been passed.

UTILIZING STATE RESOURCES. 

It is gratifying to note that Governors on 
the presidential fleet are utilizing their time anc 
opportunity for conference to good purpose. Uni- 
form divorce and extradition laws which were the 
subjects of discussion the first day out are ex- 
tremely desirable, The Governors of States might 
accomplish much by agreeing upon uniform rec- 
ommendations to the legislatures of their States. 

Not less important is the conservation of nat- 
ural resources for the consideration of which a 
general conference of Governors in Washington 
is being planned. What the States may do in 
conserving and utilizing their resources was sug- 
gested by Gov. Deneen’s outline of the plan of 
Illinois. That great State is beginning at home 
the work of waterway extension and improvement 
and proposes to accomplish it on the profits of 
its water power. The $20,000,000 of bonds voted 
by the people of the State for the construction 
of a waterway through the Illinois River to the 
Mississippi will develop water power which Gov. 
Deneen said would bring into the State treasury 
an annual revenue of $4,000,000. Beginning with 
ar. expenditure of $31,000,000 for the waterway 


gain 6000 miles of navigable waterways by canal- 
izing and unifying rivers which are now useless. 
Cahokia Creek in East St. Louis is to be trans- 
forthed into a canal which will supply the city 
With harbors on three sides in preparation for the 
traffic over the completed 14-foot channe] from 
the lakes to the Gulf. 

All the States might take a lesson from the ex- 
ample of foresight and good business sense on 
the part of (Illinois. Missouri might with great 
profit utilize her abundant streams. When the 
States make the best use-of thelr own resources 
in navigable streams, canals and water-power 
courses, there will be stronger ground for the 
national policy announced by President Taft of 
undertaking the effective conservation of national 
resources and the improvement of the great water- 
ways for the genera] good. The combination of 
national and State work upon these lines would be 
of inestimable benefit to the country: 
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It is pretty tough on those auto speeders who 
never complained that the city’s anti-speeding 
ordinance was invalid to be held over night in 
jail. Why not have the ordinance valid as to 
those who don’t wish to do any more violating 
than a mere ordinance can stand and keep the 
law of the State for the real speed maniacs?

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GOOD SENSE IN SPAIN. 

The announcement that the new Spanish Gov- 
ernment will not press the Moroccan war, con- 
tenting themselves with holding and fortifying 
what they have, but seeking no more dominion, 
is a sign of good sense. 

The Barcelona disturbances grew out of this 
Moroccan adventure, which was undertaken not 
so much to secure and augment the power of 
Spain as to protect private mining investments 
in that part of Africa. Ferrer and his followers 
argued that, considering the low estate into which 
the Spanish national power had fallen, it would 
be better to build it up from within and not waste 
energy and life in the service of special inter- 
ests. And no doubt many of the people could not 
see the rightfulness of sacrificing the lives of 
Spanish peasants in an enterprise in which they 
had no interest and out of which they could 
get nothing but a patriotic duty to pay more 
taxes. . 

But this retirement from Morocco is an indi- 
cation of a new national policy. Spain abandons 
her pretensions as a world or colonial power, 
pretensions, indeed, which have been ridiculous 
since she lost the Philippines ani her West In- 
dian Islands. With no preoccupation abroad, the 
Spaniards can devote themselves to their home 
interests, nurse the national power back to health 
and vigor and regain a part at least of her stand- 
ing as a force in civilization which was lost by 
the fatal commitment to medievalism. Spain is 
not a degenerate nation, although it is greatly 
to be feared that some of her ruling personages 
are degenerate. If, in pursuing, the new policy 
of home growth, the Government has enough good 
sense to use the energy and talent of earnest, 
progressive, thinking Spaniards, if, instead of 
killing them, the monarchy employs them in the 
real upbuilding of the nation, there need be no 
fear that Spain will decline any -furéher. New 
blood and new brain in the public business will 
put the Government on a basis of good health and 
efficiency. Medievalism is no longer possible, not 


even in Spain. 
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The time may come some day when the Repub- 
lican party will have to keep its platform pledges 
for the reason that no one will take them. The 
only promises that it really keeps are those made 
privately to the corporations and monopolies 
that furnish the campaign funds.

Infinite distances separate such 
contests as those in which this great 
horse took part from the later scorch- 
ing bees arranged often, it appeared, as 
tenefit matinees for “the bookmakers. 
Salvator was fit to rank with Boston, 
Eclipse, Parole, Tom Ochiltree, Ten 
Broeck and the rest on a list of choice 
champions. He left a mark for a mile, 
1.25%, two seconds faster than any other 
record for the distance, but his cour- 
age, quality and consistency distin- 
guished him more greatly than could 
the figures of any single winning. 

What misfortunes have overtaken the 
turf in this country have come through 
departures from such high standards of 
sport as would be consonant with the 
career of a Salvator. This old horse 
was taken from the track before he had 
passed his prime.

“ABSURD FROM THE START.” 


From Harpers’ Weekly. 
We have not noticed the expression 


of but one opinion about the“ecision of 
Judge Anderson of the United States 
District Court in Indianapolis in the 
case of the Government against the 
proprietors of the Indianapolis News. At 
the instigation of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration the proprietors were indicted, 
as will be recalled, for criminal libel 
in connection with Panama Canal mat- 
ters, and summoned to Washington to 
be tried. Of course they refused to go 
to Washington for that purpose, as did 
Charles A.. Dana in an analogous case 
before them. Proceedings were brought 
to fetch them. They were dismissed 
by Judge Anderson on Oct. 12 and the 
defendants discharged. The ®rgument 
offered by the Government was that a 
newspaper is published in every place 
which a copy of it reaches, and can be 
sued or tried for bel in every 
such place; but the Judge held that a 
paper had ordinarily’ but one publication, 
and that was in the place where it was 
printed and posted. ‘That man,” he 
said, “has read the history of our in- 
stitutions to little purpese who does 
not view with apprehension the success 
of such a proceeding as this, to the end 
that citizens could be dragged from 
their homes to the District of Colum- 
bia, the seat of government, for trial 
under the circumstances of this case. 
The defendants are discharged.” 

The attempt to drag Messrs. Smith 
and Williams to Washington to be tried 
for libeling the late President's brother- 
in-law was absurd from the start, and 
if Mr. Roosevelt had had the educa- 
tion in law which he began in the of- 
fice of Mr. Choate he never would have 
attempted it. It would be interesting 
to know what Mr. Taft thought of those 
proceedings.

And the masterly work of the Dam- 
rosch players was made pitiably subor- 
dinate tp Isadora: Dun¢an last night. ~ 


-I, believe’ many’ persons in the audi- 
erice resented this deplorable thing even 
as I resented it. There was little: ap- 
plause for Miss Duncan’s ‘‘interpreta- 


| tion” of the Beethoven score. Nor did| 


anyone seem to care particularly for 
her participation in the Chopin two pre- 
ludes, waltz and mazurka... Even at the 
moment of -her appearance in Grieg’s 
Norwegian Dance the house refused to 
become more’ than mildly enthusiastic. 


It. was not until she danced Strauss’ 
“Blue Danube,” an encore to her clos- 
ing program number, that there was a 
marked expression of approval. Here, 
indeed, her presence as a dancer seemed 
pardonable—and for the first time. 


As a dancer, too, Miss Duncan is 
grace and beauty developed to their ut- 
termost. When Pagan girls danced of 
old in a world frankly devoted to the 
worship of grace and beauty, and not 
ashamed to look on feminine or mascu- 
line nakedness, being pure-minded in 
Pagan artistry, I fancy they must have 
danced very much as did Isadora Dun- 
can last night. And the dance was 
chaste and seemly, because there was 
no impurity in the mind of the beauty- 
loving beholder. . 

This is true of Miss Dunean’s danc- 
ing. The happiness of the physically 
perfect young animal is in her joyous 
thovements. The rythm of bodily 
well-being in harmony with the 
health of the natural universe seeme 
to attune her steps. Bare-armed, 
bare-legged, barefooted, and clad in 
a sort of ancient kirtle, of fabric so 
diaphanous that, in certaln changing 
phases of the stage light, she was 
virtually naked, there was, neverthe- 
lese, nothing but purity in her dance. 
She i& modesty itself. She attempts 
no appeal to the lower senses. 
Against last night's background of 
shadowy curtain, in the unstudied 
folds of which she disappeared at 
moments, she was as a little girl of 
the sweetest thought, or, perhaps, 
dryad of the deepest forest 
shades, to whom passion is unknown, 
its place taken by the sheer gladness 
of living. That she has completely 
revived the classic dance in all its 
surpassirg charm, none may justly 
deny. | 

Her dancing is a thing entrancing to 
see. Her arms are white and cleanly 
signaling instruments of graceful expres- 
sion.

HASTPORT, Me., Oct. 27.—Lying upon 
the rocks and pounded by a high sea, 
all that is left of the Donaldson Line 
steamer Hestia marks the spot today 
where it is believed % lives were lost 
yesterday when the ship hit on the 
shoal inside ef Old Proprietor’s Ledge.

Scetch passengers bound from Glasgow. 
The captain is alse missing. - 
The six men saved are sailors. They 
were rescued by fishermen after 
clinging to the wreckage for 14 hours, 
while the high sea lashed its fury 
against the hull of tne {ill-fated steamer. 
The ship was wrecked at 1 a. m. in 
a northeastern gale, and it was 3 p. m. 
before the six men remaining on the 
boat were taken off. The men are still 
so exhausted: that they tell the story of 
their awful suffering in fragments. 
Sailors in Their Bunks. 

The sailors of the middle watch had 
been out of their bunks an hour and 
all others except the navigating officer 
were stowed in bunks or hammocks 
when the crash came an hour after mid- 
night. In the belief that he was leaving 
Grand Manan on the port tack and fol- 
lowing the usual course to St. John, 
the navigating officer sought the dis- 
tinguishing marks of that route. But 
they were not te be seen. Instead, the 
steamer was heading for Seal Cove, be- 
tween Gannett Rock and Machias Seal 
Island, over seas which barely covered 
a treacherous bottom of shoals. 

It was on one of these just inside Old 
Proprietors’ Ledge that the vessel’s nose 
became impaled. 

Capt. Newman at once ordered his 
men to prepare to put the lifeboats 
overboard. Three of the boats were 
available, and one by one they were 
swung from the deck, but while the 
tackle of one of the boats was being un- 
fastened the small craft dropped from 
the davit into the sea and was soon 
beyond recovery. 

Then preparations were made to pre- 
vent a second similar mishap. Into an- 
other boat were placed the four boys and 
over a dozen members of the crew. They 
had barely taken their places when thé 
tackle gave way and the boat with its 
occupants were precipitated into the 
turbulent waters. 

The craft capsized, but soon righted, 


SIX RESCUED 


I and one of the boys was seen clinging 
to the bottom. Again the boat was cap- 


sized, and this time disappeared. 
Third Boat Launched. 

Meanwhile those aboard the _ vessel 
launched the third boat. It was their 
last remaining hope and they tarried 
some little time to make certain that 
this craft would not go the way of its 
predecessors. Capt. Newman and all 
the remaining seasmen, except six, en- 
tered the boat. These six were those 
rescued by life savers. 

Capt. Newmah and his men suceeded 
in hauling two of those struggling in the 
water into their overcrowded craft, but 
they were unable to rescue others, whose 
cries could be heard above the gale. 

Capt. Newman and his boat, which 
carried about twenty men, is still miss- 
ing, and probably perished. 

The Hestia was a steel screw steamer, 
built at Sunderland in 1890, and was for- 
merly the Mayor Beyts. She registered 
2434 tons net and hailed from Glasgow. 


Craft Off to Search for Lifeboat. 













ST. JOHN, N. B., Oct. 27.—In the hope 


of being able to pick up some of the 
crew of the wrecked Donaldson Line 
steamer Hestia, several tugs and other 
craft put oft from this port early to- 
day. 

The volunteer rescuers are anxious to 
know the fate of one little lifeboat, 
which, overcrowded with ‘men, was the 
last to leave the Hestia. When last ob- 
served, the occupants of the frail craft 
were struggling in the heavy sea. The 
wind at the time of the accident was 
blowing a gale off shore, and today, al- 
though it had diminished considerably, 
it still blew from the land, and it was
